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Marrying a Deceased Wife’s Sister. 


The English law forbids a man to marry 
his sister-in-law. This statute was passed 
in 1835, after fiery opposition. Numerous 
efforts have been madeto repeal it, but 
vainly. The matter is now before the 
British Parliament with some prospect of 
success in removing it from the statute 
book. Mr. Bright has identified himself 


with the movement, and made a speech for 


repeal in his own cogent way. He was 
opposed by the Solicitor General, Sir John 
Coleridge, whose polished oratory does not 
seem to equal in effect the plain power of 
the great Reformer. 

It is one of those questions upon which 
men may differ very honestly. It is need- 
less to say that this country has taken the 
broadest liberality of action for its rule. 
It permits everything to marry, that wants 
to—pretty nearly. The difficulty in our 
Paritanic country seems to be, not who 
can marry, but who can stay together af- 
ter they are married. 

Mr. Bright regarded the question as one 
of pure sentiment, for individual judg- 
ment. And he thought if first cousins could 
marry, asthe law permitted—a union so 
often resulting in lunatic or fatuous proge- 
ny—why it was straining atthe gnat and 
swallowing the camel, totorbid the mar- 
riage to the sister-in-law. Heinstanced New 
England, in which we don't think he was 
particularly fortunate, as we know of noth- 
ing that he could not have exemplified in 
that versatile region of isms. He said that 
there were many who had done the thing 
and needed legal ratification of their wed- 
lock. 

Mr. Coleridge opposed him, elegantly but 
feebly, stating that the women were op- 
posed to the repeal—a statement we are 
disposed to believe a bare assertion. He 
contended that the Christian Church for 
1,500 years has repudiated it, 1nd that the 
delightful relation of sister-in-law would 
be broken up thereby. 

The vote was ninety-nine majority for 
repeal, amid much cheering in which the 
ladies joined with immense flourish of par- 
asols. 

This vote was on the second reading. 
Success is expected on the third reading. 

This matter shows the advancing con- 
servatism of the day in England. The 
spirit of reform is a mighty giant, and 
never has it been as potent as it is this 
very period in which we live. Hardly a 
week passes without uprooting some insti- 
tution, or dissolving some prejudice. And 
it is astonishing with what ease matters 

‘of immenrial age and spreading sweep 
crumble away almost without a shock. 
Ot course, for a long time they have been 
preparing for downfall, their hold has 
been loosened, their vitals perishing, and 
their strength has been seeming instead of 
real. Undermined beneath, rotten within. 
and but a spurious health without, they 
finally go down before some rude assault. 
and are known no mere but in retrospec- 
tion. 

All over the world this spirit of innova- 
tion has marched. Austria relaxed her 
proscription, and Hungary reconciled is 
her best subject. Slavery falls at one fell 
blow, and not a voice to do it reverence or 
regret its death. Engian«d has opened the 
ballot box to her masses. The high hedges 
of aristocratic prejudice shiver before the 
crushing blows of Bright. Ireland groan- 


ing under intoleracle burdens. sees light: 


in the onward movement of that party, to 
whose leadership Gladstone has won the 
proud right through weary years of bitter 
discomfiture and disheartening toil. 

The wave is onward. These waves don’t 
always stop with carrying off the effete— 
sometimes they desolate the raluable. So 
we need not look for unmixed good in 
even needed reforms.

NASHVILLE, May 8, 1869. 
W. H. Cardwell, Esq.: 


My Drak Sir—I am placed under spe- 
cial obligation to you, by your letter just 
received, enclosing sevezal printed pages, 
which I understand to-be part of a forth- 
coming volume entitled, “ Life of Jefferson 
Davis,” etc., by Edward A. Pollard. I re- 
gret that Mr. Pollard should have fallen 
into the notable error of supposing that 
certain Peace Propositions introduced by 
me in the Confederate Congress, just after 
the second battle of Manassas, were 
prompted in any degree by Mr. Davis, and 
that he should have made them the pretext 
of unjust animadversion upon this gentle- 
man. I thought that there were no intel- 
ligent persons in Richmond, during the 
war, that did not know that there had been 
between Mr. Davis and myself,ever since 
our painful contest, in 1851, in Mississippi, 
no intercourse whatever up to the day of 
my arrival in Richmond, and that a week 
or two after I took my seatin the Confed- 
erate Congress, I had felt compelled to 
vommence a course of zealous opposition 
to his administration, which was kept up 
without an hour’s intermission as long as 
I remained in the performance of Legis- 
lative duties. To speak of me, as Mr. Pol- 
lard has done, as being, at the time of 
bringing forward these peace resolutions, 
“In intimate relations with Mr. Davis,” 
and to attempt to subject this gentle- 
man to the discredit of having been 
guilty of cunning and ambidextrous polit- 
ical management, in the instiyation of a 
deceptions public inovement intended to 
beguile the Northern Democracy, seems to 
me to be one of the most extraordinary 
proceedings that I have ever heard of. The 
truth is, that never during my stay in 
Richmond did I enjoy Mr. Davis’ political 
confidence for one minute. I saw him but 
three times in three years, and on all these 
occasions my interchange of words with 
him was most brief, at his office, and always 
in presence of others. I did, on no occasion, 
advise orconter with him, or with any 
member of his Cabinet, in regard to any 


son to conjecture that Mr. Davis had de- 
rived the smallest gratification from any 
act performed by me.or from any word 
uttered by me whilst I was endeavoring 
conscientiously and independently to 
perform my duty as Representative 
in the Confederate Congress from the State 
of Tennessee. My relations with Mr. Da- 
vis could surely not have been very * inti- 
ma‘’e” or even kind, when I was warmly 
opposing conscription. confiscation, forci- 
ble impressment. martial law, suspension 
of habeas corpus. and other kindred mea- 
sures; or when I was moving resolutions 
of want of confidence in several of his 
cabinet officers; or when I was denduncing 
Bragg. Pemberton, and Hindman, and vin- 
dicuting Joc. Johnston, Stonewall Jackson. 
Gustavus Smith, Polk. Beauregard, forrest, 
Morgan, Floyd, and Pillow. The truth is. 
that I brought forward Peace Resolutions. 
or counselled others to bring them for- 
ward repeatedly, and always simply be- 
cause I preferred peace to war, and thought 
it better to strike for peace whilst a fair and 
honorable one be obtained instead of 
waiting, as others ough best, until our 
armies were all dispersed, and we should 
be compelled to submit to such terms as 
the conqueror might impose. What I at- 
tempted inthe interests of peace,I at- 
tempted openly, and Iam not willing now 
that the burden of responsibility should be 
shifted from my own shoulders to those of 
any other individual whatever. > 
To Mr. Pollard’s disrespectful allusions 
and inuendoes in reference to myself, I 
have no response to make. My acts are 
before the country. The history of the 
Confederate struggle, and of the events 
which have succeeded that struggle, wil! 
be hereafter written by some calm, en- 
lightened and just-minded individual, and 
what I have done of good or of evil in the 
ope will be fairly estimated by posteri- 


y. 

I shall patiently and cheerfully await the 
test of “scrutiny of talents, and of time.”

The town has an ancient 
dilipidated appearance, yet the location is 
every way striking and remarkable. Two 
quite large rivers come in here from the 
north and west, nearly fifty miles distant 

and unite within six rods of Lake Michi- 

an. Smaller craft tind ample sailing and 

arbor room inside the rivers. The country 
about is sandy and level, and was formerly 
thickly covered with Jack pine. The 
French quarters occupy the little strip of 
peninsula between the lake and river, on 
the north side, and on good fishing days 
present a most lively and romantic pic- 
ture. 

Two Rivers is the largest fishing port on 
the west shore of Lake Michigan. They 
count up, in the immediate neighborhood, 
forty trap nets, 500 gill nets, and over thir- 
ty fishing boats, nearly all of which are 
the pr ide and glory of the French quarters. 
Their yearly shipments amount to over 
6,000 half barrels of 100 pounds each, in 
salt, and over 300,000 pounds boxed up 
fresh in ice. Joe La May is the king fish- 
ertaan of the coast. He has $15 000 invest- 
ed in fishing traps, including 150 gill nets.

boats. His fishing trade last year exc eed- 
ed $20,000. =F rank and Nelson Boutin have 

eight pound nets and 200 gill nets; they 

have also the little schooner Island whic h 
runs all the way round trom Milwaukee to 
Green Bay and the upper islands, trading 
in fish, fur, oil, maple sugar, ete. Their 
business last year amounted to $50.000. 

-obert Graham bas a similar trading craft, 
but runs no fishing nets. Juhn V. Allie. 
Fred. Egvers, Henry Courchaine, Joseph 
Gonyon, Moses Bunker and the Lafond 
Brothers are well known fishermen here, 

Over one hundred women and childrerr 
are constantly here making and repairing 
nets. The labor and dexterity required in 
this work are almost inconceivable. Joe 
La May is now having a pound net made 
that will take tewelve large coils of rope 
and a thousand pounds “of twine. The 
netting alone would cover the tour sides 
and top of the Newhall House twice over! 
The meshes are from One to two inches, 
and have to be all worked out, single 
threaded and by- hand. 

The gill nets are made of stout linen 
thread, three feet wide by a hundred long. 
They are taken out six to eight miles and 
sunk edgeways in fifty fathom water. The 
lower edge is held to the bottom by weights 
and the upperedge floats above. Twenty 
of these nets are setin a row, 
tute a gang for one boat. The meshes are 
about one inch and three quarters. The 
fish get their heads in the meshes and are 
caught, like sapient benedicts, fast by the 
gills. The “gangs” are raised every few 
days, and bring upfrom tive hundred to 
one thousand pounds,

New York Dry Goods Market. 


From the Independent, 6:h iostant.} 

In unbleached sheetings and shirtings 
there is a feeling of timidity among buy- 
ers, and prices are yielding, while the tran- 
sactions are on a very limited scale. just 
equal to the immediate demands of trade 
Our quotations on standard makes are 
about half a cent a yard jower than those 
of last week, and the lighter weights have 
fallen in about the same proportion. 

The business in Qleached shirtings and 
sheetings has been on avery moderate 
scale. and is confined chiefly to a few \op- 
ular makes. There is a general feeling of 
dullness, which may at any moment, how- 
ever, be changed for one of. liveliness, for 
we cannot but regard the existing state of 
trade as the result of accident rather than 
the natural effect of any permanent canscs. 

There has been a rather better demand 
for printing-cloths, and considerable sales 
have been effected, or tse 7 to the fall 
business, but without any rease of 
prices. 

Prints have been in increased demand, 
and the activity in medium colors has been 
quite marked, but for light patterns, there 
is less inquiry, and the manufacturers show 
some anxiety to — sales.' The market 
is very well supplied with new and attrac- 
tive styles from the Merrimac Mills. 
Sprague’s fancies sell at 12}¢ cents, less the 
revular discount. 

There is a moderate demand for ging- 
hams of the better qualities, and sales are 
effected at full prices without difficulty. 
Stocks are light, and there is but little dan- 
ger of an accumulation in first hands. 

Corset jeans in fair demand and prices 
are steady. 

Printed lawns and pereales are in better 
demand. The season, though backward, is 
now favorable to these light: abrics, and 
good styles command good prices. 

Rolled jaconet and cambrics are in very 
fair demand. Prices steady. 

Muslin de laines are not so much en= 
quired for as might be expected at this 
season, The manufacturers are very well 
cst nc with a good variety of attractive 
sty les. 

Woolens of afl descriptions are dull, and 


prices are consequently unsettled. Cloths | 


are in small demand, and prices are very 
unsatisfactory to manufacturers.
